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To  : 

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  the  fifty-second  annual  report  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  being  a report  on  the  health  of  the 
county  in  1963. 

There  are  certain  matters  to  which  I think  your  attention  should 
be  drawn  particularly. 

Vital  Statistics  : 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  for 
Anglesey  was  51,830,  an  increase  of  400  compared  with  the  mid-year 
population  for  1962.  The  birth  rate  was  18.2  per  thousand  popula- 
tion compared  with  18.3  last  year.  1 have  commented  on  the  infant 
mortality  rate  and  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  in  the  appropriate 
section  (see  page  12).  In  both  instances  these  are  the  lowest  figures 
recorded  in  Anglesey  and  are  below  the  national  average. 

Fluoridation  : 

During  the  year  it  was  decided  that  fluoridation  should  be 
extended  to  cover  the  whole  island  and  it  was  anticipated  that  this 
would  commence  on  the  1st  April,  1964.  However,  at  the  time  of 
writing  the  report  we  are  still  awaiting  vital  parts  of  the  required  plant 
from  the  manufacturers  so  that  fluoridation  is  still  confined  to  the 
Gwalchmai  zone. 

Illegitimate  births  : 

On  page  8 I have  commented  at  length  upon  this  matter  since 
contrary  to  uninformed  opinion  in  many  parts  of  England  and  Wales, 
and  contrary  to  the  national  trend,  our  experience  in  Anglesey  is  well 
below  the  national  average  for  illegitimate  births. 

Staff: 

During  1963  the  department  suffered  a great  loss  in  the  sudden 
death  of  Mr.  Maldwyn  Jones,  Senior  Administrative  Assistant  in  the 
department.  Apart  from  the  war  years,  when  he  served  in  the  Forces, 
he  had  given  continuous  service  to  the  department  over  a period  of  28 
years.  His  considerable  knowledge  of  the  work  of  the  department 
and  of  the  School  Health  Department  in  particular,  had  been  in- 
valuable to  me  coming  from  another  authority.  During  the  year  also 
Mrs.  E.  M.  Tamblyn,  the  physiotherapist,  died  suddenly,  and  Miss 
Laura  Evans,  the  Red  Cross  Handicraft  Instructress,  died  after  a long 
and  severe  illness.  All  three  have  been  missed  and  will  be  missed  for 
some  time  to  come. 

Mr.  I.  Wynn  Jones,  the  County  Health  Officer,  left  the  department 
to  become  Assistant  Civil  Defence  Officer,  and  I wish  him  well  in  his 
new  appointment  and  thank  him  for  his  work  whilst  a member  of  the 
Health  Department. 
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Mr.  O.  C.  Jenkins  returned  to  the  department  as  Principal  School 
Dental  Officer  and  Chief  Dental  Officer,  whilst  Mr.  Gwilym  Jones 
succeeded  the  late  Mr.  Maldwyn  Jones.  Mr.  Glyn  Lloyd  and  Mr. 
Lefi  Williams  joined  the  department  as  Mental  YVelfare  Officer  and 
Deputy  Ambulance  Officer  respectively.  Miss  E.  J.  Thomas  also 
joined  the  staff  as  Health  Visitor/School  Nurse. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I welcome  them  as  new  members  of  the 

staff. 


Building  Programme  : 

After  some  considerable  difficulty  with  regard  to  obtaining 
suitable  plots,  I have  pleasure  in  stating  that  during  1964  work  wifi 
be  commenced  on  new  Adult  and  Junior  Training  Centres  for  the 
Mentally  Subnormal  in  Llangefni,  a new  clinic  and  ambulance  station 
at  Amlwch  and  a new  Home  for  the  Aged  in  Amlwch. 

I would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  congratulating  the 
Llangefni  U.D.  Council,  their  officers  and  the  County  Architect  on 
the  excellence  and  success  of  the  Gian  Cefni  Flats,  which  were  opened 
in  September.  This  block  of  flats  was  specifically  designed  for  the 
aged  and  are  in  receipt  of  grant  from  the  Welfare  Committee.  This 
scheme  has  set  a high  standard  not  only  for  Anglesev  but  for  the 
country  as  a whole. 


Tuberculosis  : 

As  will  be  seen  on  page  28  in  the  report  of  the  Chest  Phvsician 
the  number  of  notifications  of  tuberculosis  decreased  from  38  In  1962 
to  26  in  1963.  This  apparently  satisfactory  position,  however 
concealed  a sequence  of  events  which  gave  me  considerable  concern 
but  which  I think  and  hope  is  now  satisfactorily  resolved.  It  con- 
cerned a village  of  some  800  inhabitants  and  the  story  starts  in  1956. 

Case  1 . A man,  aged  52,  was  notified  as  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis. He  died  in  May  1960  and  had  refused  to  enter  hospital  or  to 
receive  any  after-care  visits.  ^ 

Case  2 : A boy,  aged  4J,  was  found  to  have  a positive  reaction 
durmg  routine  M.P.  testing  at  school  in  June  1 962.  His  twin  brother 
had  converted  to  positive  in  1960.  Both  these  boys  were  related  to 
Case  1 and  had  been  contacts  of  his. 

Case  3 : A man,  aged  58,  was  notified  as  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis in  September  1962.  s er

ttended,  despite  numerous  requests,  refused  to  be  X-rayed. 
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Case  6 : A girl,  aged  8,  became  a positive  reactor  to  M.P.  testing 
at  school  in  May  1963.  This  little  girl  lived  next  door  to  the  above 
mentioned  cafe. 

Case  7 : A girl,  aged  4 years  9 months,  became  a positive  reactor 
to  M.P.  testing  at  school  in  May  1963. 

Case  8 : A boy,  aged  9,  became  a positive  reactor  and  was  a 

relative  of  Case  2. 

Case  9 : A girl,  aged  17,  was  notified  as  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis in  August  1963.  She  also  visited  the  above  mentioned  cafe 
in  the  evenings. 

This  sequence  of  events  was  so  disturbing  that  I arranged  for 
the  mass  X-ray  unit  to  visit  the  village  for  five  days  from  September 
30th  to  October  4th  since  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  and  positive 
reactors  would  be  what  I would  expect  from  a population  many  times 
that  of  this  particular  village.  Arrangements  were  made  for  all  the 
staff  and  pupils  aged  seven  and  over  at  the  Primary  School  to  attend 
for  X-ray.  Any  children  who  had  been  pupils  until  July  1963  and 
had  been  transferred  to  the  Secondary  School  were  also  X-rayed.  The 
total  number  examined  by  the  mass  X-ray  unit  was  416  (186  males, 
230  females).  As  a result  of  this  survey  three  new  cases  were  dis- 
covered. 

Case  10  : A man,  aged  35,  was  notified  as  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis in  October  1963,  being  a brother  of  the  contact  in  Case  5,  and 
related  to  Case  2. 

Case  11  : A youth,  aged  17,  was  notified  as  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis in  October  1963. 

Case  12  : A youth,  aged  17,  was  notified  as  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis in  October  1963.  He  was  a cousin  of  Case  10  and  related  to 
Case  2.  Cases  10,  11  and  12  paid  frequent  visits  to  the  above  men- 
tioned cafe  and  Cases  11  and  12  refused  to  be  admitted  to  hospital 
and  had  to  be  treated  at  home,  where  they  were  visited  regularly  by 
friends. 

Case  13  : A waitress,  aged  23,  was  notified  as  suffering  from 

tuberculosis  in  May  1964.  She  is  the  sister  of  Case  10  and  was  the 
waitress  mentioned  as  a contact  of  Case  5 and  who  had  refused 
previously  to  undergo  X-ray.  She  also  has  refused  hospitalisation 
and  is  being  treated  at  home. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  outbreak  is  now  contained  but  some  aspects 
still  cause  concern. 

Firstly,  the  refusal  of  infective  cases  to  go  into  hospital  and  being 
possible  sources  of  infection  in  the  community. 

Secondly,  the  relatively  poor  response  of  the  population  to 
attending  the  mass  X-ray  unit,  specially  placed  in  the  village.  Ap- 
proximately 60  per  cent,  of  the  population  over  the  age  of  seven 
attended  for  X-ray  and  one  can  only  hope  that  there  are  no  cases 
amongst  the  40  per  cent,  who  did  not  attend. 
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Thirdly,  the  dangers  resultant  on  the  refusal  of  contacts  to  undergo 
examination  are  well  illustrated  in  this  series. 

The  value  of  serial  multiple  puncture  testing  of  children  from 
school  entrance  has  been  amply  shown  in  this  sequence  both  as  a 
measure  of  case  finding  and  for  the  protection  of  the  children  them- 
selves. 

As  a result  of  the  findings  in  the  mass  X-ray  survey  of  this  village, 
I made  arrangements  for  the  unit  to  visit  for  periods  of  2 to  5 days, 
Amlwch,  Menai  Bridge,  Llangefni,  Beaumaris,  Llanfairpwll,  Gaerwen, 
Newborough,  Bodedern,  Llanfechell  and  Llanerchymedd.  The 
response  on  the  whole  was  poor  but  no  further  cases  were  found. 

I am  deeply  indebted  to  the  Mass  X-ray  Service  of  the  Welsh 
Hospital  Board,  to  Dr.  Glyn  Jones,  the  Chest  Physician,  Dr.  G.  H.  B. 
Roberts,  the  District  Council  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  to  the 
general  practitioners  for  the  help  I received  in  these  surveys. 


Acknowledgments  :

The  main  feature  of  the  year  was  the  high  rainfall  in  the  Spring 
and  during  August,  October  and  November.  There  was  less  sun 
during  the  year  than  in  1962,  the  only  really  sunny  months  being  May, 
June  and  September.  Fog  was  rather  more  prevalent  than  in  the 
previous  year.

Illegitimate  live  births  accounted  for  46  out  of  the  total  of  943 
live  births.  Expressed  as  a percentage  this  is  4.9  per  cent,  of  the  total 
and  as  a rate  is  0.89  per  1,000  population. 

Two  graphs  are  depicted  comparing  the  percentage  of  illegitimate 
live  births  and  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  in  Anglesey  with  England 
and  Wales  for  the  past  10  years. 

These  graphs  show  a complete  reversal  of  the  situation  existing 
a decade  ago  when  Anglesey  gained  unfavourable  publicity  as  the 
“Island  of  Free  Love”  in  some  lurid  newspaper  articles.  Furthermore, 
this  attitude  has  persisted  in  various  parts  of  England  and  Wales  and 
I have  heard  quoted  at  meetings  I have  attended  that  Anglesey 
assimilates  a large  illegitimate  birth  rate  with  no  resulting  social 
difficulties.  This  section  is,  therefore,  my  contribution  to  putting  the 
record  straight  because  since  1958  Anglesey  has  exhibited  illegitimacy 
figures  far  below  the  national  average.  Some  large  cities  by  com- 
parison have  percentages  of  the  total  live  births  in  excess  of  10  per 
cent. 

The  national  rise  in  illegitimate  births  has  been  quoted  as  further 
evidence  of  promiscuity,  irresponsibility  and  lack  of  discipline  in  the 
young  people  of  today,  particularly  “teenagers.”  This  is  a false 
deduction  but  even  if  it  were  true  it  reflects  very  favourably  on  the 
young  of  Anglesey.  The  next  obvious  question  is  “Why  is  our 
experience  in  Anglesey  so  much  better  than  most  other  places  ?” 
There  is  no  evidence  that  there  is  a greater  proportion  of  “shotgun 
marriages”  in  Anglesey  than  elsewhere  ; there  is  no  evidence  that  the 
residents  of  Anglesey  are  more  careful  or  more  knowledgeable  in  sex 
and  of  sex  ; there  is  no  evidence  of  emigration  of  considerable  num- 
bers of  pregnant  young  women  affecting  the  figures.  Perhaps  the 
answer  lies  in  a resurgence  of  our  national  and  local  religious  and 
moral  standards.  It  may  simply  be  that  we  in  Anglesey  do  not  just 
appear  to  be  better  but  are  better.

Stillbirths  during  the  year  numbered  23,  which  gives  a stillbirth 
rate  of  0.44  per  1,000  population.  The  corresponding  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  0.32.  To  express  stillbirths  as  a rate  per  1,000 
population  is  liable  to  mislead,  because  if  the  population  is  ageing,  that 
fact  alone  would  cause  a decline  in  the  rate  computed  in  this  way.  It 
is  of  more  interest  to  know  what  proportion  of  developing  pregnancies 
(i.e.,  pregnancies  which  advance  to  the  28th  week)  have  live  issue. 
Table  4 shows  the  stillbirth  rate  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births 
for  the  past  10  years,  with  the  England  and  Wales  figures  for  com- 
parison.

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  15  deaths  of  infants  under  12  months  of  age  during 
the  year.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  15.9  per  1 000  live 
1 mn'r  , ' £ ^responding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  20.9  per 

1,000  live  births.  There  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants.  The

Infant  Mortality  and  Perinatal  Mortality 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1963  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in 
Anglesey  and  unlike  many  areas  in  Wales  is  well  below  the  national 
rate  (15.9  compared  with  20.9).  However,  the  more  important  and 
more  sensitive  index  nowadays  is  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  or  the 
loss  of  life  at  or  near  birth.  Despite  the  higher  stillbirth  rate  in  1963 
compared  with  1962  this  rate  is  also  an  improvement  on  1962,  the 
lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  Anglesey  and  below  the  national  rate. 
These  results  are  the  best  available  indication  of  the  continuing 
excellent  care  given  by  the  hospital  obstetric  services,  the  general 
practitioners  and  the  midwives  to  our  pregnant  mothers  and  their 
babies.

General  Mortality 

There  were  715  deaths  of  persons  of  all  ages  registered  during 
the  year  after  allowing  for  transferable  deaths  (inward  and  outward). 
This  gives  a crude  death  rate  of  13.8  per  1,000  population.  The  cor- 
responding rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.2.  Because  the  rates 
as  computed  take  no  account  of  differences  in  the  age  composition 
of  the  population  in  question  (hence  the  appellation  “crude”)  whereas 
as  a matter  of  common  experience,  mortality  is  correlated  to  age, 
valid  comparisons  of  crude  rates  are  impossible  to  make.  Applying 
the  comparability  factor  given  by  the  Registrar  General  to  the  crude 
death  rate  gives  a corrected  death  rate  of  13.2  per  cent,  per  1 000 
population. 

Tables  8 and  9 show  the  deaths  according  to  the  cause  and 
classified  by  age  at  death  and  by  county  district  respectively. 

There  were  21  fewer  deaths  in  1963  than  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  no  significant  change  in  the  pattern  or  percentage  of 
deaths  m 1963  compared  with  1962  which  requires  comment,  other 
than  deaths  from  1-15  upon  which  I comment  on  pages  34 35.

In  Table  11  will  be  found  the  trend  of  notifications  over  the  last 
10  years. 

Apart  from  measles  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  once 
again  at  a very  satisfactory  low  level.  The  number  of  cases  of  dysen- 
tery increased  from  10  to  38,  which  is  the  highest  since  1957,  and  the 
number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  showed  a slight  increase  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  An  epidemic  of  measles  which  started  in 
Holyhead  in  1961  continued  through  1962  and  1963  affecting  other 
parts  of  the  county.  There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria 
or  smallpox.  This  is  the  fourteenth  year  in  succession  in  which  no 
confirmed  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  notified,  and  the  seventeenth 
consecutive  year  in  which  no  death  has  occurred  from  this  disease. 

The  above  figures  for  measles  may  soon  be  a thing  of  the  past 
since  a measles  vaccine  is  to  be  tried  out  in  specific  areas  in  England 
and  Wales  during  the  Autumn  of  1964.

Nine  new  cases  of  syphilis,  seven  of  gonorrhoea  and  38  of  non- 
venereal  diseases  were  seen  at  the  Caernarvon  and  Anglesey  Clinic 
or  at  St.  David’s  Hospital  during  the  year. 

The  above  information  is  far  scantier  than  information  we  have 
received  in  previous  years,  but  it  is  all  the  information  that  the  V.D. 
Department  is  now  required  to  give  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Comparison  and  comment  therefore  becomes  difficult. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


The  Council’s  proposals  under  this  heading  provide  for  vaccin- 
ation and  immunisation  against  the  following  diseases  to  be  made 
available  to  the  public  : 

Smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and 
tetanus. 


B.C.G.  vaccination  is  referred  to  in  the  section  of  this  report 
dealing  with  tuberculosis. 


As  reliable  antigens  become  available  so  new  courses  of  injections 
are  recommended.  This  calls  for  a revision  of  the  programme  of 
injections  which  is  devised  to  afford  the  fullest  measure  of  protection 
for  our  children.  Such  a revision  was  undertaken  in  1962  and  our 
arrangements  were  altered  to  take  account  of  the  best  and  most  recent 
scientific  advice.  The  programme  of  protective  measures  which  is 
now  recommended  is  as  follows  :

TUBERCULOSIS 


Twenty-six  (20  respiratory  and  6 non-respiratory)  new  noti- 
fications were  received  during  the  year  and  5 deaths  due  to  tuber- 
culosis were  registered.  The  trend  of  notifications  and  deaths  over 
the  past  10  years  is  shewn  in  the  following  graph.

In  addition  1 respiratory  case  came  to  my  knowledge  during  the 
year  through  the  death  returns,  one  case  was  notified  posthumously  and 
8 respiratory  and  one  non-respiratory  cases  were  transferred  to  Ang- 
lesey from  other  areas.  & 

The  number  of  known  cases  on  the  register  decreased  by  26 
during  the  year. 

Admissions  to  hospitals  totalled  46  in  1963  and,  as  in  1962  there 
were  no  cases  awaiting  admission  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Consulting  Chest  Physician  for 
the  area  (Dr.  J.  Glyn  Jones)  : 

“It  is  very  gratifying  to  observe  a considerable  drop  in  the 
notification  rate  for  tuberculosis  during  1963.  This  is  a measure  of 
the  success  achieved  by  perseverance  in  all  the  preventive  methods 
adopted  during  the  last  few  years.  For  this  result  all  members  of  the 
Health  Department  staff, whether  medical,  nursing  or  clerical  deserve 
our  thanks  and  congratulation.  It  is  so  easy  to  relax  when  victory 
appears  imminent  but,  if  anything,  the  campaign  in  Anglesey  has  been 
intensified  as  the  disease  became  less  common  and  the  result  is  a new 
low  record  of  notifications. 

“During  this  year  and  the  next  the  population  of  the  county  is 
likely  to  increase  from  temporary  residents.  Experience  teaches  us 
that,  in  such  mobile  groups,  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  is  rather 
higher  than  average,  but  I am  confident  that  by  continuing  our  present 
procedures,  this  will  not  lead  to  any  more  tuberculosis  among  the 
permanent  inhabitants.”

In  addition  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  and  her  deputy- 
paid  141  visits. 

Supplies  of  milk  and  extra  nourishment  were  given  free  of 
charge  to  10  cases  during  the  year.  In  addition  12  cases  who  did  not 
qualify  for  a free  issue  under  the  Council’s  scheme  were  assisted  by 
the  Voluntary  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons. 

It  is  the  practice  to  urge  the  immediate  household  and  family 
contacts  of  a new  case  to  submit  to  examination  by  the  chest  physician. 

During  the  year  142  contacts  of  37  new  cases  (including  “inward 
transfers”)  were  examined  in  this  way.

In  1963  87  per  cent,  of  all  births  took  place  in  institutions. 

The  Council’s  midwives  attended  119  deliveries,  including  mis- 
carriages during  the  year.  15  were  midwives’  booked  cases  and  104 
were  doctors’  booked  cases,  the  doctor  being  present  at  the  time  of 
delivery  in  32  of  these  confinements. 

Four  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  the  Com- 
mittee to  accept  financial  responsibility  for  the  ante-natal  care  of 
unmarried  mothers  ; all  were  granted. 


Analgesia  in  Domiciliary  Midwifery 

Fourteen  out  of  the  16  Midwives  employed  by  the  Council  hold 
the  certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  authorising  them  to 
administer  gas  and  air  analgesia  in  midwifery  cases,  and  the  necessary 
apparatus  is  available  to  them  all.  Four  of  these  midwives  are  also 
trained  to  administer  trilene. 

. The  number  of  domiciliary  cases  who  received  gas  and  air  anal- 
gesia during  the  year  was  38.  Trilene  was  given  to  43  cases  and  some 
form  of  inhalation  anaesthesia  therefore  was  provided  by  midwives 
or  68  per  cent,  of  all  cases  confined  at  home.  In  addition,  pethidine 
was  administered  in  56  cases. 


Medical  Aid 

During  the  year  midwives  called  in  medical  aid  for  domiciliary 
cases  on  6 occasions.  1 
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Midwifery  Packs 

Midwifery  packs  are  issued  by  the  midwives  for  domiciliary 
confinements  on  demand. 


Domiciliary  Ante-Natal  Care  by  Midwives 

As  soon  as  the  expectant  mother  “books”  with  her,  the  midwife 
undertakes  ante-natal  supervision  and,  unless  the  mother  is  reluctant 
to  attend,  all  midwives  in  the  county  service  are  instructed  to  arrange 
for  their  cases  to  be  seen  periodically  at  the  county  ante-natal  clinics. 
The  midwives  attend  with  their  cases.  In  addition  they  undertake 
regular  ante-natal  supervision  of  all  booked  cases  in  the  patient’s 
home.  Midwives  are  also  instructed,  subject  to  the  patient’s  agree- 
ment, to  inform  the  family  doctor  of  the  pregnancy.

Of  the  15  infant  deaths,  3 occurred  within  a week  of  birth.  This 
gives  an  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  3.2  per  1,000  live  births.  This 
figure,  especially  if  combined  with  incidence  of  stillbirth  to  give  a 
peri-natal  mortality  rate,  gives  an  index  of  the  hazards  of  pregnancy 
and  parturition.  The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  1963  was  26.9  per 
1,000  total  births. 

Child  Mortality 

There  were  nine  deaths  in  the  age  group  1-15  years  as 
compared  with  one  death  in  1962  and  16  deaths  in  1961.

Br.  Pneumonia/marasmus  1 

Of  particular  concern  are  six  of  these  deaths  : one  from  broncho- 
pneumonia and  marasmus,  two  from  motor  vehicle  accidents,  and 
three  other  accidental  deaths. 
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A boy  of  1 year  11  months  was  found  to  have  died  from  wilful 
neglect  terminating  in  bronchopneumonia  and  marasmus.  The 
father  was  sent  to  gaol  and  the  mother  was  sent  on  a rehabilitation 
course.  This  tragic  ending  arose  despite  considerable  efforts  by  staff 
of  this  department  and  many  other  agencies. 

The  three  deaths  from  violence  other  than  motor  vehicle  accidents 
were  : a mrl  aged  9 years  who  fell  downstairs  and  died  of  a fractured 
skull ; a °girl  aged  3 years  who  died  of  asphyxia  resulting  from  ob- 
struction by  a grape  she  had  partially  swallowed,  and  a boy  aged  13 
years  who  "drowned  whilst  going  to  the  rescue  of  another  boy.

Infant  Welfare  Centres 

In  January  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  Centre  in  Beaumaris  was 
transferred  from  the  Old  Gaol  to  vastly  improved  accommodation 
in  an  adapted  school  building  close  by.  This  change  of  premises  is 
greatly  appreciated  by  both  the  parents  and  staff. 

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-two  children  were  on 
the  rolls  during  1963  and  the  total  attendance  numbered  6,306,  an 
increase  of  71  compared  with  1962.

The  following  is  a report  by  Mr.  O.  C.  Jenkins,  the  Chief  Dental 
Officer  : 

“The  Authority’s  dental  officers  have  continued  to  make  treat- 
ment available  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  but  the  vast  majority 
prefer  to  attend  at  their  regular  dental  adviser  under  the  General 
Dental  Service. 

“Not  more  than  a couple  of  years  ago  it  was  to  their  advantage, 
from  a monetary  sense,  to  attend  local  authority  clinics,  the  only 
places  where  the  supply  of  artificial  teeth  was  free.  Today, 
due  to  a change  in  the  regulations,  mothers  can  obtain  free  false  teeth 
under  the  General  Dental  Service  from  their  own  local  dental  practi- 
tioner. 

“Mothers  have  often  brought  their  young  ones  for  advice  and,  if 
thought  necessary,  treatment.  Quite  often  this  has  been  as  a result 
of  their  older  children’s  attendances  at  the  clinics  ; the  availability  of 
general  anaesthesia  for  extractions  may  also  have  popularised  this.”

Deafness  in  Young  Children 

The  importance  of  the  early  recognition  and  treatment  of  deafness 
cannot  be  exaggerated.  By  this  means  alone  can  the  resulting  disability 
be  minimized.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Caernarvonshire  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  we  were  able  to  refer  cases  to  a clinic  at  Bangor 
held  by  Professor  Sir  Alexander  Ewing  and  Lady  Ewing. 

Two  new  cases  attended  during  1963. 

No  child  under  the  age  of  5 years  was  in  attendance  at  a special 
school  during  1963. 

Phenylketonuria 

This  rare  inherited  disorder  which,  untreated,  gives  rise  to  severe 
mental  abnormality,  can  be  detected  at  an  early  age  by  a simple  test 
which  can  be  applied  satisfactorily  in  the  field.  The  health  visitors 
now  arrange  to  test  the  urine  of  all  babies  in  their  areas  at  the  age  of 
4-5  weeks.  I am  glad  to  report  that  no  case  was  discovered  during 
the  year.

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The  domiciliary  nursing  sendee  staff  consists  of  16  nurses,  15 
of  whom  combine  home  nursing  with  midwifery.  The  county  is 
divided  into  12  nursing  districts.  In  the  Holyhead  area  there  are 
two  district  nurses  engaged  mainly  on  domiciliary  nursing  as  there 
is  also  a full-time  midwife  in  this  area.  Llangefni  and  Amlwch  each 
have  two  district  nurses,  one  concentrating  mainly  on  midwifery  and 
the  other  on  home  nursing. 

In  1963  the  number  of  patients  decreased  by  28  but  the  number  of 
visits  increased  by  16  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

668  patients  were  over  65  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  first  visit 
and  16,236  visits  (i.e.,  59  per  cent,  of  the  total)  were  paid  to  these 
cases.  There  was  a considerable  amount  of  chronic  nursing  (hemi- 
plegia, rheumatics,  cardiacs  and  senility).  271  (or  20  per  cent.)  of 
the  total  number  of  patients  received  more  than  24  visits  during  the 
year,  16,920  visits  being  paid  to  these  cases. 

During  the  year  the  scheme  for  supplying  disposable  sheets  to 
incontinent  patients  was  extended.  This  was  welcomed  by  the 
patients  themselves,  the  nurses  and  the  general  practitioners. 

No  special  provision  is  made  for  the  home  nursing  of  sick  child- 
ren but  the  volume  of  work  under  this  score  may  be  judged  bv  the 
290  visits  that  were  paid  to  46  children  under  the  age  of  5 at  the  time 
of  the  first  visit.  No  night  nursing  service  is  provided. 

Loan  of  Sick  Room  Equipment 

Each  district  nurse  holds  the  following  items  of  equipment 
which  she  may  issue  on  loan  free  of  charge  and  without  a deposit 
being  paid  : air  ring,  bed  pan,  bed  rest,  hot  water  bottle,  rubber  sheet, 
urinal. 

More  expensive  items,  such  as  invalid  chairs,  and  rubber  mat- 
tresses are  stored  centrally  and  a refundable  deposit  and  a weekly  hire 
charge  continue  to  be  made. 

During  the  year  311  items  of  medical  equipment  were  issued  on 
loan,  compared  with  255  items  in  1962  and  215  items  in  1961. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

The  service  is  provided  by  two  whole-time  home  helps  and  by 
83  part-time  persons  employed  on  a casual  basis.  The  number  of 
persons  who  received  help  increased  in  1963  to  163  as  compared  with 
149  in  the  previous  year  and  140  in  1961. 

Of  the  149  cases  assisted  in  1963  the  largest  group  (137  cases) 
was  aged  and  infirm  persons.  Tuberculous  (7)  cases  by  comparison 
were  few  in  number.  The  remaining  19  cases  were  a miscellaneous 
group  of  sickness,  mental  subnormality,  etc.  101  of  the  cases  were 
receiving  help  in  1962  and  continued  to  receive  assistance  in  1963. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH 

Administration 

The  mental  health  services  are  administered  by  the  Health 
Committee  through  the  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee,  which  meets 
quarterly.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  executive  officer  in 
charge  of  the  service. 

Staff 

In  August,  1963,  Mr.  Glyn  Lloyd  joined  the  staff  as  a Mental 
Welfare  Officer.  In  September  Mr.  R.  J.  Jones,  Mental  Welfare 
Officer,  commenced  a two-year  full-time  course  in  Social  Studies  at 
the  Liverpool  College  of  Commerce.  In  addition  to  the  above  the 
chief  administrative  assistant  in  the  department  and  the  superintendent 
registrar  for  births  and  deaths,  Anglesey  East,  are  also  designated 
mental  welfare  officers  for  the  purpose  of  removing  patients  to  hos- 
pital. 

Survey  of  Mental  Health  Needs 

The  survey  of  mental  health  needs  in  a rural  area,  which  is 
financed  by  the  Nuffield  Provincial  Hospital  Trust,  terminated  in 
September,  1963.  The  field  workers,  Dr.  D.  Alun  Jones  and  Mr. 
H.  Lewis  Miles  published  a preliminary  report  early  in  1964  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  full  report  will  be  published  early  in  1965. 

Junior  Training  Centre 

The  Junior  Training  Centre  in  Holyhead  is  full-time  and  staffed 
by  a supervisor  and  her  assistant.  Children  from  all  parts  of  the 
island  are  conveyed  there  daily  by  taxis  and  a mini-ambulance.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  1 5 children  were  on  the  register.

The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  paid  461  domiciliary  visits  during  the 
year  in  addition  to  visits  to  hospitals  and  clinics.  In  addition  the 
health  visitors  continue  to  visit  mentally  subnormal  cases,  although 
it  is  anticipated  that  as  the  mental  welfare  services  develop  and  staff 
increase,  the  health  visitors  will  be  relieved  of  this  duty. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 
Administration  and  Staff : 

Ambulances  were  stationed  as  follows  : Amlwch  (1),  Llangoed 
(1),  Llangefni  (2)  and  Holyhead  (3),  including  one  mini-ambulance. 
Holyhead  and  Llangefni  are  fully  manned  throughout  the  twenty-four 
hours  by  whole-time  staff.  Part-time  personnel  cover  Llangoed 
station  and  are  on  call  day  and  night  as  required. 

Early  in  1963  new  arrangements  had  to  be  made  for  the  Ambu- 
lance Service  in  Amlwch.  Associated  Octel  Co.,  Ltd.  had  manned  this 
ambulance  for  some  years  but  could  no  longer  continue  due  to  the 
rundown  in  staff  numbers.  Two  ambulance  drivers  were  appointed 
and  an  8 a.m. — 8 p.m.  manning  of  the  ambulance  arranged.  We  are 
extremely  indebted  to  Associated  Octel  Co.,  Ltd.  for  the  superb 
service  provided  over  the  years  and  to  the  generosity  of  the  Company 
during  this  period.  We  are  also  indebted  to  Amlwch  Urban  District 
Council  for  providing  accommodation  for  the  ambulance  and  staff 
until  the  new  ambulance  station  is  built. 

During  the  year  14,620  patients  were  conveyed  by  ambulance  and 
sitting  car,  an  increase  of  38  per  cent,  on  1962,  and  the  mileage  again 
showed  an  upward  trend,  the  total  of  295,809  miles  being  14.2  per 
cent,  above  the  previous  year.  There  was,  however,  a decrease  in 
the  average  mileage  per  journey  and  per  patient  carried  in  the  am- 
bulances as  compared  with  1962.  The  average  mileage  per  journey 
made  by  the  sitting  case  cars  however  showed  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year.

The  Council’s  responsibilities  under  Part  111  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  stand  referred  to  the  Health  Committee,  who 
appointed  a W'elfare  Sub-Committee  to  deal  with  these  functions. 

The  duties  referred  to  are  : 

(a)  the  provision  of  accommodation  : 

(i)  for  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  because  of  age, 
infirmity,  etc.  ; 

(ii)  temporarily,  and  in  certain  circumstances,  for  persons  in 
urgent  need  thereof. 

(b)  the  provision  of  welfare  services  for  handicapped  persons. 
At  the  present  time  the  only  categories  of  such  persons  for 
whom  the  provision  is  obligatory  are  the  blind  and  the 
partially  sighted. 

Details  of  the  work  done  for  the  blind  will  be  found  on  pages 
46-48.  The  Council  make  a financial  contribution  to  the  Chester  and 
North  Wales  Society  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

The  Provision  of  Accommodation 

Accommodation  under  Part  III  of  the  Act  was  provided  through- 
out the  year  at  Llys  y Gwynt,  Holyhead  (20  beds).  Park  Mount, 
Llangefni  (26  beds)  and  Garreglwyd,  Holyhead  (48  beds). 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  six  applicants  awaiting  admis- 
sion. 

Close  and  cordial  relations  existed  throughout  the  year  with  the 
rapidly  expanding  hospital  geriatric  services.  Several  “exchanges  of 
beds”  were  arranged  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  both  services,  and 
I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Penrhyn  Jones  the  Consultant 
Geriatrician  and  his  staff  for  their  readily  given  co-operation  at  all 
times.

Another  amenity  which  is  much  appreciated  is  a monthly  film 
show  given  in  each  Home  by  a senior  member  of  the  department’s 
staff. 


The  residents  of  the  three  Homes  for  the  Aged  greatly  enjoyed 
the  summer  outing  which  was  arranged  for  them  again  this  year. 
They  travelled  to  Betws-y-Coed  and  Llanrwst,  where  tea  was  provided 
for  them.  The  return  journey  was  made  along  the  coast,  via  Conway 
and  Bangor. 

The  Council  exercised  their  powers  under  the  Act  to  maintain 
during  1963  a total  of  five  persons  in  accommodation  provided  by 
voluntary  organisations  outside  the  county. 

Welfare  of  the  Blind

As  will  be  seen  from  table  35  the  number  of  registered  blind 
persons  in  the  county  decreased  by  seven  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  observation  cases  increased  by  five  (36  cases).  These  were 
also  visited  periodically  by  the  home  teacher.

Two  girls  under  the  age  of  four  years  were  registered  during 
the  year. 

One  boy  and  one  girl  of  school  age  are  on  the  register;  both  are 
attending  special  residential  schools  for  the  blind.

One  man  is  employed  as  a journeyman  matmaker  at  the  Royal 
School  for  the  Blind,  Leatherhead. 

Three  blind  persons  were  in  “open”  employment,  two  were 
employed  as  factory  operatives  and  one  as  a business  executive;  there 
was  also  one  female  home  worker. 

The  home  teacher  paid  1,517  visits  to  registered  blind  persons 
and  55  to  observation  cases  during  the  year. 

A number  of  articles  made  by  pastime  workers  are  sold  through 
the  agency  of  the  North  Wales  Society  for  the  Blind. 

Summer  outings  were  organised  to  Pwllheli,  while,  in  addition 
to  sponsoring  them,  the  North  Wales  Society  for  the  Blind  provided 
funds  for  Christmas  parties  and  gifts  to  each  person  blind.  The  Society 
also  provided  a birthday  gift  for  eight  nonagenarians. 

Several  persons  competed  in  the  Handicrafts  Section  of  the 
Anglesey  Eisteddfod  and  were  successful  in  winning  prizes. 

Six  persons  were  allotted  Talking  Book  Machines,  which  are 
much  appreciated  and  enjoyed. 
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The  North  Wales  Society  for  the  Blind  have  commenced  their 
Welsh  Talking  Book  recordings,  and  their  circulation  is  eagerly 
awaited. 

Two  blind  persons  in  the  County  have  now  been  supplied  with 
guide  dogs  both  of  which  give  great  satisfaction  and  companionship 
to  their  owners. 

Holidays  were  arranged  for  eleven  persons  during  the  year  at  Llys 
Onnen  Home  for  the  Blind,  Abergele. 


Preventable  Causes  of  Blindness 

Of  the  16  newly  registered  blind  persons  their  condition  was  due 
to  cataract  in  6 cases.  Three  were  considered  to  require  treatment, 
and  this  has  now  been  given  in  two  cases. 

The  condition  in  a further  two  cases  was  due  to  glaucoma;  one 
was  considered  to  require  treatment.  No  cases  were  due  to  to  ophthal- 
mia neonatorum. 


Welfare  of  the  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing 

Under  the  Council’s  scheme  the  Chester  and  North  Wales  Society 
for  the  Deaf  continued  to  act  as  the  authority’s  agents.

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Chiropody 

A chiropody  scheme  was  introduced  in  May  1960  under  which 
certain  classes  of  persons  are  eligible  to  obtain  treatment  from  the 
chiropodist  of  their  choice  selected  from  a number  of  qualified  chiro- 
podists who  have  agreed  to  serve  on  a panel  for  the  purpose.  The 
eligible  groups  are:  persons  of  pensionable  age,  expectant  mothers 

and  the  physically  handicapped. 

Treatment  is  normally  available  at  the  chiropodist’s  own  surgery, 
but  domiciliary  treatment  is  granted  for  certain  selected  cases.  A 
charge  of  2/-  per  treatment  is  made  in  each  case,  the  balance  of  the 
cost  being  met  by  the  Council. 

The  service  remained  steady  throughout  the  year  with  the  county, 
excepting  for  the  north-western  (Amlwch  district)  area,  being  ade- 
quately covered. 

During  the  year  168  new  cases  were  seen  and  a total  of  1,343 
treatments  given.  All  these  cases  were  persons  of  pensionable  age. 


Meals-on-Wheels 

The  provision  of  hot  cooked  mid-day  meals  on  one  or  more 
days  a week  to  elderly  people  living  alone  is  arranged  in  this  county 
in  three  ways.  At  Beaumaris  and  Holyhead,  meals  are  provided  by 
the  W.V.S.,  the  local  committee  having  been  assisted  by  an  initial 
grant  from  the  County  Council.  At  Amlwch,  the  W.V.S.  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  delivery  of  meals,  but  these  are  prepared  in  the 
canteen  of  the  primary  school  (during  term-time)  or  in  the  canteen 
of  the  Associated  Octel  Company  (during  school  holidays);  1,072 
meals  were  supplied  from  the  school  canteen  and  356  from  the  As- 
sociated Octel  Company.  The  welfare  committee  is  responsible  for 
meeting  the  difference  between  the  charge  made  to  the  recipient  for 
the  meal  and  the  cost  incurred  by  the  school  meals  service  or  of  the 
company  as  the  case  may  be.  This  arrangement  has  worked  satis- 
factorily and  it  is  regretted  that  anticipated  extensions  of  this  useful 
service  have  still  not  yet  materialised. 

The  service  from  Llys-y-Gwynt  Home  continued  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year,  1,191  meals  being  provided  from  this  source.  The 

staff  at  the  Home  are  to  be  commended  for  their  part  in  this  good 
work.  ° 
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Welfare  of  the  General  Classes  of  Handicapped  Persons 

The  Council  has  a full-time  social  welfare  officer  since  1961,  who 
has  helped  to  develop  the  services  for  the  general  classes  of  handi- 
capped persons  during  the  year.  This  officer  paid  1,090  domiciliary 
visits  and  47  visits  to  Social  Clubs  for  the  Handicapped  during  the 
year.  She  also  maintained  a modified  but  successful  domiciliary 
handicraft  instruction  service  during  the  long  illness  and  subsequent 
death  of  Miss  Laura  Evans  the  handicraft  teacher. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  120  persons  on  the  register;  in 
addition  there  were  a further  142  handicapped  persons  whose  names 
were  placed  on  a supplementary  register. 

The  social  clubs  organised  under  the  auspices  of  the  Angle- 
sey Voluntary  Society  for  the  Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons  in 
Holyhead  and  Llangefni  continued  to  function  successfully,  and 
co-operation  with  voluntary  bodies  was  maintained  at  a high  level. 

The  Voluntary  Society  for  the  Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons 
continued  its  other  useful  activities  during  the  year  and  a nutnber  of 
cases  referred  by  the  department  to  the  society  received  practical  help 
in  a variety  of  ways. 

THE  CONTROL  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 
Milk  Pasteurisation  Plants 

The  two  milk  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  County  have  been 
visited  regularly.  Thermographs  have  been  checked,  plant  swabs, 
churn  and  bottle  rinses  taken,  and  where  necessary  advice  or  instruction 
given.  Both  plants  are  well  managed. 

512  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken;  2 were  reported  as 
being  inadequately  heat  treated.  Whenever  such  failures  are  reported 
an  immediate  examination  takes  place  of  plant  and  records.  It  is 
often  impossible  some  two  or  three  days  after  a sample  is  taken  to 
ascertain  with  certainty  the  cause  of  a failure,  but  it  is  of  immediate 
importance  to  make  sure  that  there  is  no  flaw  in  either  plant  or  super- 
vision which  might  cause  further  failures.  The  sale  of  inadequately 
pasteurised  milk  could  be  dangerous.  9 samples  failed  the  Methylene 
Blue  or  keeping  quality  test. 

58  swabs  from  different  parts  of  the  equipment  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  examination.  The  reports  showed  that  5 swabs  had 
been  taken  from  unsatisfactorily  cleansed  parts  of  the  plants.  Rinses 
were  also  submitted  from  milk  bottles  taken  from  the  lines  between 
the  cleansing  and  filling  points;  620  were  submitted  for  examination 
and  were  classified  as  follows  : 487  satisfactory,  93  fairly  satisfactory 

and  40  unsatisfactory.  All  unsatisfactory  results  were  followed  up 
with  further  visits  and  samples.  21  churn  rinses  were  taken,  of  which 
none  received  an  unsatisfactory  report. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  from  time  to  time  complaints  are  received 
concerning  bottles  of  milk  which  show  evidence  of  having  been 
inadequately  cleansed  or  containing  foreign  bodies.  Yvhen  one 
considers  the  numbers  of  these  complaints  compared  with  the  total 
number  of  bottles  filled,  the  proportion  may  seem  to  be  infinitesimal. 
Nevertheless,  this  should  be  a matter  of  great  concern,  not  only  to 
enforcing  authorities,  but  to  the  dairy  undertaking  as  well.  Milk 
is  so  easily  contaminated  in  its  journey  from  cow  to  consumer  and  it  is 
such  a perfect  medium  for  bacterial  growth  that  it  is  of  paramount 
importance  that  there  should  be  no  casual  approach  either  to  its 
production  or  to  its  control. 

Licences  to  use  special  designations  in  respect  of  milk  sold  by 
them  are  issued  to  dealers  on  a five  year  basis,  the  date  of  the  next 
renewal  of  all  licences  being  1st  January,  1966.

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Of  the  5 samples  of  milk  which  were  reported  as  being  not 
genuine,  one  was  reported  as  containing  20  p.p.m.  of  “moist  extran- 
eous matter,”  one  was  of  pasteurised  milk  misdescribed  as  raw  milk 
and  three  as  being  low  in  fat. 

The  Dehydrated  Beetroot,  which  was  reported  as  containing  a 
bird  dropping,  was  investigated  but  it  was  impossible  to  ascertain  the 
point  of  contamination,  as  packets  had  been  opened  and  mixed  after 
leaving  the  packing  station.  The  sample  was  taken  from  a canteen 
supply  to  minimise  the  chances  of  a similar  complaint.  No  more 
part-packs  would  be  received  by  the  canteen  in  question. 

The  Dessicated  Coconut  had  had  too  long  a shelf  life  and  had 
degenerated  through  long  storage.  All  existing  stocks  were  des- 
troyed. 

The  tinned  Stewed  Steak  in  Rich  Gravy,  according  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Food  Standards  Committee  of  the  Ministrv  of 
Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food  on  Canned  Meat,  was  deficient  in 
meat.  The  result  was  communicated  to  the  packers,  but  it  was  felt 
that  it  would  not  be  wise  to  take  any  further  action  in  such  a case  until 
the  recommendations  became  statutory  standards. 

Bread  and  Butter  samples  were  reported  to  have  been  bread  and 
margarine.  Advisory  action  was  taken  here  and  further  samples 
were  genuine. 

The  sample  of  Pork  Sausage  was  reported  to  have  contained 
undeclared  preservative. 

Milk  Powder  was  reported  to  contain  the  body  of  a fly.  This 
arose  from  a consumer  complaint,  but  owing  to  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  opening  of  the  tin  and  receiving  the  complaint,  apart 
from  an  interview  with  the  Chief  Chemist,  further  action  was  not 
considered  advisable. 

The  Cheese  contaminated  with  mould  was  also  a consumer 
complaint.  This  was  a pre-packed  cheese  and  the  mould  was  not 
visible  until  the  packet  was  opened.  In  view  of  the  routine  pre- 
cautions which  the  distributors  took  to  avoid  this  happening,  no 
further  action  was  taken. 

Approximately  four  times  a year  milk  samples  are  taken  from 
producer-retailers  for  chemical  analyses  by  the  Department,  and  it  is 
only  those  samples  which  are  low  in  fat  and  non-fatty  solids  which 
are  repeated  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst. 

Because  of  the  increasing  use  of  chemicals  as  pesticides,  steri- 
lizers and  fertilizers,  particular  interest  has  been  shown  in  the  possible 
contamination  of  vegetables  from  such  chemicals.  This  has  applied 
especiallv  to  salad  vegetables  and  to  those  which  are  not  normally 
cooked  or  peeled  before  eating.  With  the  exception  of  a sample  of

imported  potatoes,  no  trace  of  chemical  contamination  was  detected  in 
any  sample.  It  was  found,  however,  that  one  brand  of  mustard  and 
cress  had  faecal  coli  contamination,  which  was  not  removed  by  washing. 
After  testing  many  samples  of  cress,  of  seed,  of  water  and  of  soil,  and 
a visit  to  the  nursery  concerned,  recent  samples  have  been  found  to 
be  free  from  contamination.  The  cause  was  most  likely  to  have  been 
inadequate  sterilization  of  soil  and  boxes. 

(ii)  Tuberculosis  and  Brucella  Abortus 

During  the  year,  616  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bio- 
logical examination  for  tuberculosis  and  brucella  abortus.  The 
497  results  received  were  classified  as  follows  :

This  year,  samples  were  not  taken  from  bottles  of  milk  selected  at 
random  from  retail  rounds,  but  a representative  sample  of  milk  from 
each  herd  at  milking  time  was  obtained.  This  was  carried  out  three 
times  in  the  year  at  four-monthly  intervals.  Where  infection  was 
detected  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  District  Council  con- 
cerned served  the  statutory  notice  preventing  the  sale  of  milk  from 
that  herd  until  he  was  satisfied  that  infection  no  longer  existed. 

(iii)  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1963 

During  the  year,  1,310  samples  of  milk  from  retail  supplies  were 
submitted  for  examination.  Of  the  494  tuberculin  tested  milk  samples 
97  were  unsatisfactory  and  were  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  Food  for  further  action.  816  samples  of  heat-treated 
milk  (Pasteurised,  T.T.  Pasteurised  and  Sterilized)  were  also  submitted. 
13  samples  failed  the  keeping  quality  test  and  four  the  test  for  ade- 
quate heat  treatment. 

The  failures  of  the  keeping  quality  test  for  pasteurised  milk  were 
due  to  long  storage.  Two  of  the  three  dairies  supplying  pasteurised 
milk  for  retail  sale  in  the  County  code  the  caps  of  their  milk  bottles 
and  this  is  of  great  assistance  to  retailers  to  prevent  such  occurrences. 
Advisory  or  cautionary  action  was  taken  in  all  cases. 

(iv)  Ice  Cream 

During  the  year,  396  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Con- 
way. The  samples  were  graded  as  follows  : 

Grade  1—301;  Grade  11—49  ; Grade  III— 23  ; Grade  IV— 23. 
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Except  for  one  manufacturer,  the  high  standard  reported  in 
previous  years  has  been  maintained.  In  this  particular  brand,  con- 
tamination by  faecal  coli  was  detected.  This  ice  cream  was  manu- 
factured outside,  but  frozen  inside,  the  County.  Sampling  indicated 
that  the  contamination  occurred  at  the  point  of  manufacture,  and  this 
was  ultimately  confirmed.  The  reason  was  reported  to  have  been 
inadequate  plant  sterilization.  Subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 
As  with  milk,  only  the  highest  standards  of  hygiene  should  be  tolerated 
in  the  manufacture  and  handling  of  ice  cream.  Many  cases  of  “food 
poisoning”  have  been  associated  with  this  product,  and  regular 
sampling  is  a valuable  means  of  ensuring  that  the  ice  cream  sold  and 
consumed  in  the  County  is  of  the  highest  possible  standard. 


(v)  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts,  1933-41 

At  December  31st,  1963,  103  premises  were  registered  for  the 
sale  of  Poisons  listed  in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  List.  Regular  visits 
failed  to  reveal  any  breach  of  the  storage  and  labelling  conditions.

An  extensive  mainlaying  programme  brought  mains  water  for 
the  first  time  to  Llaneilian,  Pengorphwysfa,  Borthwen  district  of 
Llanfaethlu,  the  Foel  area  of  Brynsiencyn  and  to  the  village  of  Pen- 
mynydd.  Mainlaying  to  Llanddona  and  Wern  y Wylan  area  and 
work  on  the  new  trunk  main  to  Holyhead  was  also  proceeded  with.

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(d)  Construction  of  the  dams  for  the  new  Alaw  Reservoir  was 
commenced.  Extensions  at  Cefni  Waterworks  were  completed 
and  a modernisation  scheme  at  Traffwll  Waterworks  was  carried 
out. 


Fluoridation 

The  treatment  of  the  Gwalchmai  zone  continued  without  serious 
interruption  throughout  the  year. 

The  control  of  the  process  depends  on  a number  of  independent 
checks  : 

(a)  the  volume  of  saturated  solution  fed  into  supply  can  be  related  to 
the  volume  of  mains  water  pumped  ; 

(b)  the  weight  of  sodium  fluoride  fed  into  the  saturator  can  be  related 
to  the  volume  of  mains  water  pumped  ; 

(c)  the  level  of  fluoride  in  the  mains  water  is  estimated  colorimetric- 
ally  three  times  daily  ; 

(d)  spot  samples  are  taken  in  the  distribution  at  weekly  intervals  for 
analysis  by  the  Government  Chemist. 

The  results  of  all  these  checks  are  analysed  by  the  Government 
Chemist  once  monthly  and  a report  made  to  the  Countv  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

These  reports  during  1963  showed  that  the  level  of  fluoride  was 
being  maintained  steadily  at  0.9  to  1.0  parts  per  million  parts  of  water. 


Sampling : 

Towards  the  end  of  1962  the  duties  of  the  County  Health  Officer 
were  reviewed.  The  greater  part  of  his  work,  that  of  arranging  the 
connection  of  existing  houses  to  the  mains  water  supply  (Section  138, 
Public  Health  Act,  1936),  was  “running  down”  and  the  County  Health 
Officer  was  appointed  to  the  vacant  post  of  Assistant  Civil  Defence 
Officer  but  continued  to  spend  20%  of  his  time  on  water  sampling  and 
“Section  138”  duties.  Inspection  of  the  two  pasteurisation  plants  in 
the  county  was  transferred  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Food  and  Drugs, 
acting  on  behalf  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

In  October,  1963,  further  re-organisation  took  place  and  the  post 
of  County  Health  Officer  was  abolished,  Mr.  I.  Wynn  Jones  becoming 
full-time  Assistant  Civil  Defence  Officer. 

Satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  within  the  department  for 
the  work  of  water  sampling. 
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Water  sampling  is  carried  out  twice  weekly  and  all  the  county 
is  covered  at  two  to  three-weekly  intervals  with  the  exception  of 
Holyhead  where  the  supply  is  sampled  weekly.  Sampling  points  are 
varied  from  time  to  time  and  if  unsatisfactory  samples  are  obtained, 
concentrated  sampling  is  carried  out  in  the  area. 

The  County  Water  Engineer  receives  a weekly  summary  of  the 
results.  He  is  also  informed  immediately  an  unsatisfactory  result  is 
received  and  close  co-operation  exists  in  trying  to  ascertain  the  cause 
and  remedy. 

During  the  first  nine  months  there  was  an  unusually  high  number 
of  unsatisfactory  samples  which  gave  rise  to  considerable  concern. 
There  were  a number  of  causes  for  these  unsatisfactory  samples  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  suitable  remedies  had  been  taken  and  the  results 
were  satisfactory.

Well  Water  Supplies  : 

Since  the  County  Council  took  over  the  public  wells  on  1st 
October,  1954,  29  have  been  closed  for  various  reasons  and  replaced 
by  main  piped  supplies. 

Many  public  wells  are  gradually  falling  into  disuse  in  districts 
as  an  increasing  number  of  houses  connect  to  local  authority  main 
water  supplies.  The  number  of  public  wells  stands  at  330,  which 
includes  some  of  those  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  paragraph. 

The  work  of  routine  inspection  of  the  wells  is  carried  out  jointly 
with  the  Water  Department  Inspectors. 

Special  visits  are  made  on  receipt  of  complaints  and  any  repairs 
or  renewals  are  put  in  hand  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  districts  where  it  is  not  expected  to  lay  main  supplies  in  the 
foreseeable  future,  works  of  improvement  are  being  carried  out  on 
public  wells  as  occasion  arises. 
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Of  38  samples  taken  from  wells  and  springs,  both  public  and 
private,  11  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  27  not  satisfactory. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  138  : 

It  is  regretted  that  very  little  action  was  taken  during  the  year 
under  Section  138  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  The  arrangements 
were  being  reviewed  at  the  end  of  the  year  with  a view  to  stream- 
lining the  procedure. 

The  table  opposite  shows  the  position  from  the  date  surveys 
were  started  in  May  1954  to  December  31st,  1963. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

No  prosecutions  were  instituted  by  the  council  under  the  above 
regulations  during  1963.  Liaison  is  maintained  with  the  sanitary 
authorities  whereby  any  apparent  infringements  of  the  regulations 
observed  by  members  of  the  council’s  staff  are  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  public  health  inspector  of  the  district  concerned. 

Sewage  Disposal 

I am  indebted  to  my  colleagues  in  the  county  districts  for  the 
following  information  as  to  the  position  at  the  end  of  1963  : 

Beaumaris  Borough  Council 

The  year  has  seen  a continuation  of  the  grossly  unsatisfactory 
nature  of  the  Town  sewerage  without  fortunately  any  trouble  of  an 
acute  nature.  Progress  towards  the  commencement  of  the  first  part 
of  the  new  Sewerage  Scheme  has  been  steady  and  the  close  of  the  year 
saw  the  Welsh  Office  consent  to  the  acceptance  of  a Tender.  It  is 
hoped  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  the  rapid  completion  of 
this  work. 


Aethwy  Rural  District  Council. 

Malltraeth,  Bethel  and  Hermon. — Construction  work  on  this  scheme 
continued  during  the  vear  and  completion  is  expected  by  the  summer 
1964. 

Divjran. — This  scheme  was  completed  during  1963  and  a high 
percentage  of  properties  have  connected  to  it. 

Llandegfan  and  Llangaffo. — Consultation  and  other  preparatory 
work  in  respect  of  these  schemes  continued  during  the  year  and  are 
advanced  towards  the  Public  Inquiry  to  be  held  during  April,  1964. 

Pentraeth  and Llangoed. — Consultations  and  other  preparatory  work 
continued  in  respect  of  these  schemes  also.

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Newborough  Extension.— During  the  year  work  was  started  on  an 
extension  to  the  main  system  at  Newborough  to  serve  existing  and 
proposed  development  on  the  Mailtraeth  road  and  this  extension  will 
be  completed  before  summer  1964. 

The  extent  to  which  the  rural  district  is  provided  with  mains 
drainage  is  that  the  villages  of  Newborough,  Brynsiencyn,  Llanfair- 
pwll,  Star,  Penmynydd,  Gaerwen  and  Holland  Arms  are  served  bv 
public  sewers. 


Llangefni  Urban  District.  Council. 

Work  on  the  relief  sewer  for  High  Street,  Bridge  Street  and 
Isgraig  was  completed  during  the  year.  Part  of  the  existing  sewer 
serving  Greenfield  Avenue  was  re-constructed. 

Few  of  the  effluent  samples  taken  by  the  River  Board  at  the 
Sewage  Works  were  wholly  satisfactory.  Investigations  revealed 
heavy  overloading  due  to  increasing  trade  wastes.  To  meet  this 
situation  a scheme  to  provide  an  additional  range  of  sludge  drying 
beds  was  drawn  up  and  approved.  Large  scale  extensions  are  required 
and  these  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Consulting  Engineers. 

A number  of  new  connections  to  the  sewers  were  conversions 
from  earth  closets  to  water  closets  but  29  premises  within  the  district 
are  without  this  facility. 

Menai  Bridge  Urban  District  Council. 

There  has  not  been  any  extension  of  sewer  in  the  area  or  any 
alteration  in  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year. 

Still  waiting  for  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  submit  a final 
scheme  for  a new  outfall  sewer.
